Mr. Woollen is endorsed by some of 


the leading members of Indiana's farm 
organizations who are Democrats. If 
the Democrats are to offer a construc- 
tive farm relief program in opposition 
to that of the Republicans, such a 
plan could be developed, it is felt, 
around a businessman of Mr. 'Wool- 
len's experience as readily as it has 
been around former Governor Lowden.

CUE TO OTHER STATES 


Entirely apart from the desire of 


Indiana to put forward a compromise 
candidate, the action of so conspicuous 
a leader in the Democratic party as 
Tom Taggart coming out for a favor- 
ite son will give the cue to other state; 
to do the same thing. Edward T. Mer- 
edith of Iowa, for instance, is being 
discussed a good deal as another busi- 
nessman with a knowledge of agricul- 
ture who might appeal to the middle 
west. It is being recognized 
already 


that the battleground is Ohio and In- 
diana as well as certain parts of the 
west.- no matter whether Governor 
Smith is nominated or somo other 
Democrat. For. if New York and New 
Jersey were conceded lo Al Smith, 
there is considerable doubt whether he 
could carry Ohio and Indiana and the 
statisticians of electoral combinations 
all agree that some states cast of the 
Mississippi besides New York and New 
Jersey must be won in addition to the 
solid south in order to get a majority. 


If Al Smith fails to win the nomina- 


tion, on the other hand, the Democrat- 
ic nominee can hardly count on cither 
New York or New Jersey but must 
Jook to the middle west, meaning Ohio 
and Indiana as well as a few states 
west of the Mississippi for a combina- 
tion which, with the solid south, might

in disagreement 
with 
himself and 


Warden Oscar Lee, plotting coups of 
the prison offices, should the commit- 
tee find against the heads of the insti- 
tution, and even becoming lax in their 
enforcement of prison rules. 


GUARDS "WHISPER" 


"When attempts at correction arc 


made, he said, the guards whisper 
among themselves that they will write 
to the board of control, the legisla- 
tive, committee or the governor

at the age of 74. 


The end came Friday night. He 


had been in a coma for almost 24 
hours and after an illness from which 
he suffered intermittent attacks for 
more than a year and that kept him 
bedridden for three months. 


He was not told that he hac cancer 


and he remained hopeful almost to the 
end. 
of "resuming his experiments to 


replace superheated steam with ni- 
troglycerin as a motive force for naval 
torpedoes, and completing a pamphlet 
ho was writing on the' theory of rela- 
tively. Ho. told friends that he and 
not Einstein was the discover of that 
theory. 
Maxim, inventor of more "concen- 


trated distruction" in the form of high 
explosives, smokeless powder and au- 
tomobile torpedos than any other man 
in the United States, was, neverthe- 
less,'- a life-long hater of war: 
a 


staunch, advocate of peaceful arbitra- 
tion. a champion of all mankind in 
trouble, and the self-appointed guard- 
ian of a thousand little 
birds that 


nested in the great trees of his palatial 
estate in New Jersey. 


REVOLUTIONIZES WARFARE 
Two of Maxim's discoveries in his 


experiments with high explosives may 
be said in a large measure to have 
revolutionized modern warfare. They 
were the .first smokeless powder made 
in America, and the first to be adoptee 
by the "United States government; anc 
"maximite," the first high explosive 
bursting ..charge ever successfully,. cmr 
ployed iri.'arnibtffpiercirig projectiles 
In addition to. these, he also invented 
a steam-propelled' torpedo and perfect- 
ed a high-velocity riflle shell with a 
speed .of a mile a second. 


Hudson Maxim as a boy received 


practically no education, yet as a self- 
taught scientist 
he bordered close 


upon 'the ambition of Goethe in an- 
other line, "to make all. knowledge his 
own." He was nine years old before 
he learned the alphabet, and despite 
the violent winters of his native Maine 
he was 16 before he owncd-'his firsl 
pair, of ..shoes and .his first hat. He 
pitched hay for three days to earn 75 
cents to buy his first geography, chief 
ly tiiat he might look up France "to 
sec where Napoleon used to live."

The 
Juno 18. 1S53. issue of the Appleton 
Crescent, which made its appearance, 
in January of the same year, had this 
to say about Appleton at that time: 


"Appleton, Outagamie-co. Wis., is an

right bank of Fox river, three miles 
below Lake Winnebago and 30 miles 
from Green Bay: it contains a popula- 
tion of 1,500: is the county seat and 
the location of Lawrence University; 
its hydraulic power is equal to any 
in the United States, the aggregate 
fall being nearly 40 feet: it is in direct 
line between

on 
Lake 


Michigan, and,the nearest accessible 
point on Wolf river (ii stream navig- 
able by steamers) and will soon be con- 
nected each \\ay by plank roads in 
progress of construction. It is in the 
heart of a healthy and fertile coun- 
try well adapted to grain and grass 
and is rapidly filling up with intelli- 
gent and industrious settlers.'-' 


In a late issue. July 1U, 1853, the 


Appleton Crescent corrected its form-

which would be formed- by sheds to 
be used for storing machinery and 
other tools or equipment that should 
bo sheltered. 


This plan would cost the city less 


than 57,000 instead of $40.000 or $50.- 
000 for new city barns. Mayor Rule 
points out. The new structure could 
be built of brisk or concrete blocks 
and could be set back from the lot 
line so that if the city should decide 
to tear down the old wooden barns 
in the future, the new sections could 
be made to conform with any struc- 
ture that might be built at this time.

A TEST FOR LEGISLATORS 


The legislature in its controversy -with 


the g-overnor. and in the criticisms to 
which it has been subjected, asserts that 
it misjudged. It denies that it is disposed 
to play politics and claims that it is in 
Madison with a sincere^ purpose to_pass 
needed and beneficial laws. There are 
three major subjects of legislation that 
demand attention, namely tax revision. 
conservation and business reorganization 
of state government. On none of these 
has the legislature yet acted. There are 
differences of opinon as to tax policies. 
but there can be no honest difference of 
opinion over either conservation or com- 
petent and economical administration of 
state affairs. A legislature that does not 
act on these matters, which are of the 
greatest importance to Wisconsin, is nbt 
at Madison with a sincere purpose tc pass 
meritorious laws. Its motives are polit- 
ically dishonest. 


A simple test of legislative 
good 


faith is involved in a bill introduced by 
Senator Titus, which provides for the 
abolition and consolidation of a number 
of administrative departments of state 
government. The boards and commissions 
•which would be merged or wiped out are 
either no longer of any public use, or they 
are of such minor importance that their 
functions can easly and more cheaply be 
discharged by other departments. Twelve 
departments, boards, etc.. which are en- 
tirely obsolete, and for the existence of 
•which there is no further excuse, are 
abolished outright The changes effected 
by the Titus bill would'save the state a 
large sum in its annual overhead, prob- 
ably millions of dollars directly and in- 
directly. Mr. Titus is authority for the 
statement that Pennsylvania saved $29.- 
000,000 in two years following the enact- 
ment of a reorganization and consolida- 
tion bill which the "Wisconsin measure is 
patterned after. 


Just how much this step would mean 


in public ecsnomy is of secondary in- 
terest. The chief thing is that at present 
state government is being conducted in 
an extravagant and wasteful manner. The 
legislature and everyone else knows it. It 
cannot plead ignorance.

bitter fight and ending in its defeat. This 
year the Illinois Agricultural associa- 
tion got behind the measure and the farm- 
ing interests puMhe bill through the sen- 
ate. The final success is primarily the re- 
sult of scandals in the Board of trade, par- 
ticularl%' that which recently involved the 
Armour Grain company. We think the 
agriculturists of Illinois, and its citizens 
generally, are justified in taking this step 
to control the Chicago Board of trade. 
Everyone knows that from time to time 
incidents take place in its operations that 
are dishonorable if not dishonest. Every- 
one knows that it tolerates, if it does not 
encourage, 
artificial 
manipulation 
of 


prices, corners and gambling in futures, 
detrimental to both producer and con- 
sumer.

If the Board of trade is unwilling 


to reform these practices, it becomes 
the duty of the state to do so. The Board 
of trade can be a clearing house for legi- 
timate grain transactions and for the mar- 
keting of our grain production without 
making it an instrument of exploitation 
and oppression. Some of its practices, 
even though legal, are morally indefen- 
sible. Much of the trading which repre- 
sents profits of hundreds upon hundreds 
of millions of dollars annually is a pure 
economic drain, for which no service is 
rendered and nothing produced. If these 
profits could be passed on to the 
farm- 


er they might find some justification, but 
they are always at his expense.

'rom casual or temporary intimacy with a ttibcrcu- 
osis individual who is conscientious or well carec 
for, but a child must never be permitted to be so 
exposed. 


Students of tuberculosis in children recently found 
uberculosis of the tracheobronchial lymph nodes or 
'glands" in 31 children in -12 families in which there 
\as open tuberculosis. 


Professor Calmette of France has developed an 


minimizing vaccine which may be administered by 
mouth to newborn children of tuberculous parents. 
Dr. S. Adolphus Knopf, noted leader in tuberculosis 
prevention and one of the foremost American au- 
horities. advocates the use of Calmctte's immuniz- 
ation and assures us it is safe and causes no dis- 
urbance. 
Ordinarily 2j out of a hundred infants 


)f tuberculous parentage die before the end of the 
irst year; of over five thousand such infants im- 
munized by Calmettc's method less than' two out of 
ach hundred died within the year. 
Dr. Knopf ursres that all cattle should be tuber- 
ulin tested and all tuberculous animals removed 
rom the herds, as a steo in the prevontion of ilie 
evelopment of tuberculosis in children whose in- 
ection comes from milk. When this precaution i* 
ot possible, the milk should be sterilized (boiied 
ivc minutes), and oranse or tomato juice should 
hen be given the child resrularly to furnish the 
itamin destroyed by sterilization (Vitamin C, which 
revents scurvy-) 
Anemic or feeble children should be tested t\\ice 
year for tuberculosis, by means of the Tiratict skin 
est or MantotiT's skin test A positive reaction to 
uch a test indicates only that the individual has 


tuberculous infection, but it <!oes not necessarily 


mean that the tuberculosis is active. It does var- 
ant especial care of the child to prevent the cle- 
elopmcnt of active tuberculosis. ^ 
One common portal of entry, for tubctculosis in 
inidhood is infected tonsils. It is particularly im- 
ortant that diseased tonsils be icmox'ed parly if the 
:iild is anemic or lias a"feeble or frail constitution. 
Barents who procrastinate or avoid the i^sue of op- 
rations of this character because of ^\a^?erated 
otions about the dansrers or false assertions about 


damage that may occur from loss ot the tonsil 


unction (whatever that may be), are unjust to the 
ick children under their control, for tho dangers 
nd the harm done by neglected tonsil infection an: 
nfinitely greater than the possibilities of danger or 
arm from surgical removal of the diseased tonsils. 


Heliotherapy—sun baths and artificial ultravio- 


etlight treatment—is the ideal thin;r for the tuber- 
ulous child or for the child who may be predisposed 
o tuberculosis or have latent glandular tuberculo- 
is. This method of treatment can be successfully 
mployed only under constant medical supervision.

tain more food value or more vitamins than a good 
<*rade of nut oleomargarine? (D. C. O.) 


Answer—Yes, it contains more of the fat soluble 


ritamin A and the antirachitiic vitamin D, as these 
re less affected by cooking or by "pasteurization" 
han the antiscorbutic vitamin C. In the number 
f calories any grade of oleomargarine is practically 
he same as butter. It is regrettable that milk and 
ream must be pasteurized, but ordinary market 
milk is generally contaminated with the germs of 
uberculosis .and sometimes other disease germs, so 
dat for safety It is necessary that it be par boiled 
eated UD to 145 degree for 20 minutes (pasteur- 


ized) to kill these disease serins in the milk or 
ream.

ber will go over 500,000. I make this 
statement advisedly, for I am some- 
•what familiar with the territory cover- 
ed in Louisiana by the levee breaks

Oneida9s Oldest Indians 


Recall Days Of Past Era

Oneida—The two oldest persons in 


Oncida. and possibly in tho county 
arc Mrs. Louis Denny, OJ, and Mrs. 
Daniel 
ijkcnandore, 96. 
Both arc 


Oncida Indians and live on tho same 
fatms that they entered 
as brides 


Mrs. Denny lives near the Oncida sta- 
tion and has just returned from 
trip to Grcsham. She walks without 
a cine and sews without glasses. 


Mrs. 
Skcnandore. is the last of the 


Oneida Indian princesses. 
She is a 


daughter of Chief Jake Cornelius who 
came from New York with the first 
party of Indians and with the T50V. 
E. Williams, the so-called "lost dau- 
phin of France." in 1SI1. She was 
torn here on a farm adjornmg the 
one on which she now lives and on 
which she has always lived since her 
marriage about SO years ago. 
Sho 


has tv\o sons. 
Loomis. Oncida, and 


Edwin. Flandreu. South Dakota Mrs. 
Skcnandore thinks nothing of walk- 
ins a mile to see a friend. 


When Mrs. Denny made her first 


trips to Green Bay •with her people to 
sell their products and purchase sup- 
plies, there were only two stores in 
what is now the city and these were 
separated by the river, which v.as then 
crossed m canoes. But even with that. 
Green Bay led DePcre as there was 
only one house in the latter city and 
no store at all. 


Mrs. 
Denny said that the Indians 


were industrious and provident during: 
her childhood and later life. They nev- 
er neglected in summer and fall, to pro- 
vide food, shelter and clothing for win- 
ter. The food staples were corn, gam", 
maple sugar and berries. Their cloth - 
in? was calico dresses for the girls 
and women m summer, and heavier 
goods, skins and furs and blankets for 
the winter, -with mocassins 
for foot 


wear. The men wore buckskins, blan- 
kets, mocassins and often garments of 
light or heavy cloth. 


The Indians stored corn, dried ven- 


ison, dried fish and maple sugar for 
the winter, said Mrs. Denny, and these 
stores v.ere supplemented at all times 
with fresh game. In summer there was 
an abundance of berries. Mrs. Denny 
took an active part in drying fish and 
venison, raising corn, making maple 
sugar, picking berries and in house- 
hold duties. 


Mrs. Denny was an expert in mak- 


ing and trimming dresses with gaudy 
ribbons and bead-work and in making 
mocassins and baskets. The surplus 
product of her hands the sold at Green 
Bay. Appleton and De Pere. Often in 
company with others, she would start 
to Green Bay and pick blueberries or 
raspberries on the way to sell in town. 


Although stooped some with the 


weight of her life 
work and years. 


Mrs. 
Denny is still bright-eyed and ic 


full control of her mental and physi- 
cal facilities. She is very miercstin 
and quite a mixer in company and 
conversation. She is still living in her 
old home with, her daughter, Mrs. Pet- 
er Huff. 
She had 
three 
children, 


tv.entj -seven grandchildren and seven 
great grandchildren. 


Her father being an Indian 
chief 


and comparatively 
well-to-do. 
Mrs. 


Daniel Skenandorc did not learn to 
make baskets, or mocassins, and fancy 
clothing or to do bead work. The 
greater part of her life, she engaged 
only in house work. 
As her father 


raised pigs and cattle, the family did 
not depend as much as was usually 
the case on game and fish for food. 
Aside from doing less fancy-work and 
outside work than did Mrs. Denny, 
Mrs. Skenandore's story Is similar to 
that of Mrs. Denny. Mrs. Skenandore 
is exceedingly well preserved and has 
the appearance and action of a woman 
not over 60 years of age. Every year 
she makes and takes care of a large 
sraden and raises potatoes, carrots, 
beans, onions, cucumbers and water- 
mellons. The writer interrupted Mrs. 
Skcnandore at work in her garden. 


The custom of having distinguished 


men as pall-bearers comes from the 
Romans. The pallium was a piece 
of. cloth used to cover the shoulders. 
This was laid over the body and held 
off the ground by his friends.

'Without doubt the flood devasta- 


tions have boon very Rrc.it. From a 
monetary point of vio\\' they may be

Florida hurricane. Considering 
the" 


number of lives lost, the figures arc in 


of anything: in other devasta- 


tions. The number of homeless ex- 
ceeds anything that has taken place 
before. Therefore, from certain points 
of view, the recent Hoods have been 
exceedingly serious. 


"Tho Mississippi flood is different 


from the other devastations in that 
the losses aro largely rural. Although 
the area devastated exceeds anything 
that has happened in this country be- 
fore, yet largo cities have not been 
seriously damaged. The damage has 
largely been In the farming districts. 
Tho houses swept away have mostly 
been small farm houses and the fi- 
nancial losses have been in the form 
of crops, cattle and other agricultural 
assets. Tho losses in cities have been 
confined largely to the following plac- 
es: Fort Smith. Little Rock, Pine 
Bluff. Arkansaw City, North St. Lou- 
is. Greenville. Mississippi, and Hick- 
man, Kentucky. 


BUSINESS REACTIONS 


The immediate effect of these floods 


has been a quickening of business in 
the flood areas. More lumber has 
been needed to build homes, new seed 
to plant land, new tools to work the 
loud, and new supplies to take the 
place of thoi-c washed away. 


Temporarily many industiics 
will 


benefit,from the flood as there will be 
a, great demand for certain supplies to 
house the homeless and to restock 
business concerns and farmers. This 
has always been the case in times 
past. This \\as true in Dayton and 
that section of Ohio flooded some 
yca-.s ago. Galveston experienced a 
ouickencd demand for goods following 
tho flood in. that port. The railroads

enjoyed a tremendous 


business for months after the San 
Francisco 
fire. 
Experience .shows, 


however, that following such activity 
there always comes a very severe re- 
action. 
It is only reasonable to expect that 


the Mississippi Kiver Valley will

She was 
Mrs. Sabelle Nltti-Crudelle, convicted 
of plotting with her lover to slay her 
husband. She was found guilty of 
hitting him on the head with a heavy 
hammer and helping throw his body 
into a catch basin on their farm. 


She was condemned to death. Then 


the racket began. There had been 
an epidemic of women murder cases. 
Scores o.f them had been acquitted. 
The acquitted ones had been beautiful 
women. 
This woman condemned to 


death was nothing but an ugly peas- 
ant woman. Shrieking this fact, and 
demanding justice for ugly murder- 
esses as well as pretty ones, Chicago 
women got a reprieve for the con- 
demned woman.

In the same year Mrs. Anna Buzzi 


of Xew York was sentenced to electro- 
cution in Sing Sing. She had been 
found g^iilty of murdering Frederick 
Schneider, wealthy contractor, with 
whom she had lived for seven years, 
and whom she killed when he grew 
restless and showed interest in an- 
other woman.
